NEW YORK, Oct. 56.—Henry George 
accepted the nemination for Mayor of 
Gireater New York at Cooper Union to- 
night. it was in the same hall and 
before many of the same people that he 
accepted the nomination eleven years 
ago. In 1886 he received 68,000 votes. 

Tonight's meeting was the greatest 
outpouring of the people seen in this 
city during the present campaign. The 
doors were opened at 7:15 o'clock, and 
in less than two minutes every seat in 
the bie hall was occupled andthe 
aisles, as far as the police permitted, 
were crowded. Hundreds were turned 
away during the next fifteen minutes, 
and by 8 o'clock several thousands, un- 
able te gain admission, assembled out- 
side and held open-air meetings In the 
plage, which were addressed by local 
speakers.

cheering. 

A. bh. Cruickshank of-the United 
Democracy then formally tendered the 
nomination, on behalf of his organi- 
gation, to Mr. George. Charles Fred- 
erick Ames, in behalf of the Democratic 
Alliance, then offered to Mr. George 
the nomination of the organisation 
which he represented.

Treasarer Charniey Fools a Church 

Board and a Detective. - 

[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY PEPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Oct. 5.—According to the 
story told to the Chicago Presbytery 
by President Herrick Johnson, the de- 
faication of Treasurer Charnley of the 
Presbyterian Board of Aid for Colleges 
and Academies, was known last July.

IGLESIAS A DICTATOR. 


INTERNAL DISORDERS PREVALENT 
IN COSTA RICA, 


Bioedy Riot at Santo Domizgo Be- 
tween Influential Partisans ef 
the President and His Oppo- 
nents—His Railroad Scheme. 


{[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—The first de- 
tails of the internal disorders which 
have resulted in President Iglesias of 
Costa Rica deciaring himself dictator 
were received today from Harrison R. 
Williams, who, until recently, was 
United States Consul at San Jose, 
Costa Rica, and who arrived here tv- 


Limon. 

The agitation against President Igle- 
sias culminated at Banto Domingo on 
Sunday, September 12, in a bloody riot 
in which five men, three of them rich 
and the others more or less well-known, 
were killed and more than thirty voth- 
ers wounded. Immediately afier this 
affair, Iglesias declared himeelf dic- 
tator. The riot was between influen- 
tial partisans of President Igiesias and 
his opponents. 

President Iglesias some time ago was 
announced as a candidaie to succeed 
himself. The election is to ve held 
next month, and he is at the head of 
what is known as the Civilist party. 
‘There arose very bitter opposition to 
him. Its strength has been chiefly tn 
the cities, where the business men are 
deeply opposed to him and denounce 
him, because he changed Costa Rica's 
standard to that of gold exclusively. 
They say the change is foolish and 
impracticable, and will work great 
harm to the country. 

They also speak bitterly of his Pa- 
cific railroad scheme, which will cost 
$3,800,000. President Iglesias is build- 
ing @ railroad across Costa Rica from 
shore to ahore. The men of the cities 
say that the cost of the road is exces- 
sive. On the other hand, Mr. Wil- 


Hama says, President Igiesias is pupu- 


lar with the country element. He has 
built bridges and railroads, and has 
projected internal improvements that 
have endeared him to the agricultural 
people. He believes in spending more 
money in schoolhouses than on g0!l- 
diers, and has not only carried out 
that policy, but has given Costa Rica 
just and able administration. Wis op- 
ponents call themselves Liberals.

LONDON, Oct. 6.—([By Atlantic Ca- 
blie.]

The Ameer of Afghanistan has pub- 
lished at Cabul his reply to the petition 
of the Afridis who solicited his assiat- 
ance against the Brithth. He reminds 
them that they have never before com- 
plained of British conduct, but on the 
contrary acquiesced fully in the Af- 
Shan alliance, with ngland. He 

yotes from the Koran on the sacred 

uty of fulfilling agreements, which he 
“ays the British have kept faithfully, 
and, in conclusion, he declines to as- 
fist them out of their troubles which 
they have brought upon themselves, 
adding: “To do so would bring iz- 
nominy upon himaeelf and my people.” 

The Ameer has also issued through- 
out Afghanistan a long proclamation, 
dated August 13, entiti “A clear 
declaration and warning to all Af- 


shane.” This is much to the same 
effect.as the above reply to the 
Afridis, It clears Bngland of any dis- 


loyal intention toward Afghanistan.

SAN FRANCISCO Oct. 5.—Judge 
Bahrs today rendered judgment in fa- 
vor of Mrs. Alphonse McGrew and 
against the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of New York for $5000 insur- 
ance on the life of her former husband, 
Henri McGrew who died in 1894 at 
Honolulu. 

McGrew was divorced from his wife 
at the time of his death, and the in- 
surance company refused to pay the 
policy, as the executors of his estate 
also laid claim to the money. Suit 
was brought in Honolulu by the execu- 
tors, and judgment was rendered in 
their favor.

Former Great Wealth.

assignee. in the matter of M. C: de 
Miramontes, insolvent debtor. There 
is nothing of importance attaching to 
the simple insolvency proceedings, but 
considerable history is connected with 
the insolvent ‘debtor. She was born in 
this country in 1847, the same year her 
father, John Capinger, died. He was 
an Englishman of refinement and edu- 
cation, who came to this country in 
1821. Here he met and married Maria 
Louisa Soto, daughter of Rafael Scto, 
who figures prominently in the early 
history of California. | 

In 1836 war broke out in Mexico. 
During the struggle Lieut. Capinger 
espoused the cause of the Californiars 
and was made captain of a rifle coin- 
pany. In recognition of his services, 
Gov. Alvarado gave him the Rancho 
Canada de Raymundo, containing over 
twelve thousand acres, located in Por- 
tola Valley, four miles from this city. 
At his death one-half of this grant 
went to his only daughter, Manuela, 
who now seeks the benefit of the in- 
solvency laws. 

She married Antonio Miramonies, 
who also fell heir to a iarge tract of 
land. Her vast holdings became ir- 
cumbered, and she was obliged from 
time to time to sell off parcels to sat- 
isfy mortgages and accumulated inter- 
est. ‘ 


- “KNOCKED DOWN.” 


Welburn’s Office Did not Pay Full 
Salaries to Olerks. 
[ASSULIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 5.—The tak- 
ing of testimony for the prosecution 
in the case against O. M. Welburn, 
the deposed collector of internal reve- 
nue of this district, commenced today 
before Judge J. J. De Haven and a jury 
in the United States District Court. 
After the opening statement by As- 
sistant United States Attorney Schles- 
inger and the introduction of certain 
records, E. C. Akins, a clerk in the of- 
fice of the collector, was called and 
testified that he only received $25 a 
month for his services from Chief 
Deputy Loupe, several months prior 
to the arrival of Special Agent 
Thrasher, and that he was not aware 
that he was supposed to receive more 
nor that a check was drawn in his 
favor every month. He had never 
authorized anyone to sign any of these 
salary checks, and had not received his 
full salary until recently. 
THE SENSATIONAL FEATURE. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
The sensational feature of the trial 
was the testimony of William H. Di- 
mard, colored messenger for ex-Collec- 
tor Welburn, who still retains his po- 


sition under Collector Lynch. He swore}: 


that he had forged the name of Clerk 
Aiken to salary checks and vouchers 
for several months at the request of the 
ex-collector, and that it was his habit 
to sign Welburn’s name during the ab- 
sence of the collector. He declared 
that he had become such an expert 
with the pen that he could not tell his 
imitation of Welburn’s signature from 
one that was genuine. : 

He also testified that after he had 
confessed his wrongful acts on the pre- 
liminary examination of Welburn, his 
salary had been advanced from $900 to 
$1200 a year. At first Dillard said that

THE DECISIVE BATTLE. 


It Probably Began Last Night in 
Guatemala, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 5.—Sefior 
Mariano Lopez, a former Congressman 
from Quezaltenango, Guatemala, upon 
whose head a price is said to have 
heen set by Barrios, is now in this city, 
and is in receipt of a cablegram from 
the rebel camp to the effect that the 
decisive battle between the revolution- 
ists and the government troops would 
begin last night. ; 

The torces of Morales are entrenched 
near Cochran and Tierra Blanca, within 
thirty leagues of the city of Guate- 
mala, the same battleground upon 
which the conservative forces were 


| routed by Barrios. Morales has under 


him 27,000 men and twenty-five pieces 
of artillery captured at Quezaltenango, 
which is the stronghold of the -govern- 
ment forces, and contained nearly all 
of Barrios’s ammunition. 

Lopez's advices said nothing as to 
the strength of the government forces, 
but he expressed the utmost confidence 
in the result of the engagement, which, 
in his opinion, will be the overthrow 
of the Barrios administration. 

REBELS HAVE LOST. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Guatemala says: ‘‘The 
insurgents have lost Quezaltenango 
and sustained a severe defeat a To- 
tonicapan, and the tide of war has 


turned strongly in favor of Dictator 
Barrios.” 


DISPUTING SHIPMASTERS, 


on the Collision of the 
Peru and Orion. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS REPOKT 

ASTORIA (Or.,) Oct. 5.—This after- 
noon the masters of the ship Peru and 
the schooner Orion, which came into 
collision off the mouth of the river last 
night, filed with the, United - States 
authorities their official statements of 
the accident. Capt. Cannon of the 
Orion, which was sunk by the ship 
Peru, says that he saw the Peru, but 
he kept on his Course, as he consid- 
ered he had the right-of-way. 

Capt. Ohlin of the Peru, in his state- 
ment, says: ‘‘The Orion was on the 
starboard tack when the vessels were 
approaching close to one another. Both 
the tug master and the pilot endeav- 
ored to avoid the collision by endeavor- 
ing to put the Peru’s head toward a 
point astern of the Orion. Notwith- 
standing he could see every effort was 
being made by both the tug and the 
ship to fall off before the wind, he held 


his course without any effort to avoid 
the disaster.”

Gates is Re-elected a. Director. 
Huntington’s Return Expected, 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 5.—Central 
Pacific matters are readjusting them- 
selves on the lines announced by Wil- 
liam H. Mills a week ago. Isaac E. 
Gates, having returned from Europe, 
has been reélected a director and third 
vice-president, and Col.. J. C. Kirkpat- 
rick has retired from the position in the 
directorate to which he was elected in 

order to secure’a quorum in July. 

The return of C. P. Huntington to 
the board and his reélection as first 
vice-president of the Central Pacific 
is expected soon. The stock and bond 
books of the Central Pacific, which 
were sent here during the inter-reg- 
num, are being signed by Vice- Presi- 
dent Mills, but when this work has 
been completed, matters will be con- 
ducted by the transfer department in 
New, York as formerly. 


OXNARD’S NEW ENTERPRISE. 


Will Build a Factory in the Sacra- 
mento Valley. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


SACRAMENTO, Oct. 5.—There wasa 
large meeting of land-owners here to- 
day at the Chamber of Commerce room 
to confer with Oxnard, the beet-sugar 
magnate. Tests made of beets at the 
State Fair showed that those grown in 
Sacramento contained the highest per- 
centage of sugar of any in the State, 
and Mr. Oxnard offered to erect a fac- 
tory here of 1000 tons a day capacity if 
the farmers would guarantee to plant 
10,000 acres of beets for five years. 

They have two weeks in which to de- 
cide, and several hundred acres were 
pledged at once: Committees will at 
once canvass for subscribers to the 
proposition. Oxnard said the river 
lands would produce about thirty tons 
to the acre. 


CALIFORNIA GREEN FRUIT. 


Statement Showing Shipments Over 
the Southern Pacific Road. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 5.—Traffic 
Manager Smurr of the Southern Pacific 
Company has issued a statement show- 
ing that for the season, up to October 
1, 4636 carloads of green fruit have been 
shipped from this State to Colorado, 
Chicago, New York and other eastern 
points. This means 111,234,000 pounds 
of green fruit. 

The shipments this year are 996 car- 
loads in excess of those of the same 
period last year, and 678 carloads ahead 
of a like period in 1895. It is not ex- 
pected that over 700 carloads more will 
go East this year. 


EX-TAX COLLECTOR ARRESTED. 


A Salinas Man Charged with Ap- 
propriating License Money.

Charles L. Westlake was arrested here

Night Dispatches Condensed. | 

A London cablegram says Thomas Fielden, 
Conservative member of Parliament for the 
Middleton division of Lancashire, and a noted 
sportsman, died suddenly yesterday near 
Dunkeld, Scotland, while out shooting. 

W. P. Powell, United States Minister to 
Hayti, in a letter to Secretary Sherman states 
that a proposition is now pending before 
the Chamber of Deputies looking to the con- 
solidation of several debts of the republic 
into’ one debt, and estahlishment of a gold 
currency. 

A war of extermination was threatened by 
the Beer Trust yesterday on the rebellious 
brewers in Chicago who remain outside the 
breastworks. It is reported that an immediate 
cut in the price from $4.50 to $4 will be made 
and that the prices will be scaled down to 33 
even, if need be, before the fight is finished. 


Secretary Long yesterday gave the neces- | 


sary orders for the sailing from Boston of the 
Yantic and her delivery to the State of Mich- 
igan for the,use of the naval militia. The 
ship will sail under her own steam, between 
the 12th and 15th inst. She will be under the 
command of Commander W. I. Moore, U.S.N., 
who will have with him a crew of forty sail- 
ors. Lieut. Newbury and Lothrop, represent- 
ing the State of Michigan, will sail with 
the Yantic and upon her arrival at Mon- 
treal, will formerly receive the ship from 
the hands of Commander Moore on behalf of 
thé State. 

The Greek Boule met yesterday and M. 
Zaimis, the new Premier, declared that the 
objects of his government would be to seclre 
the evacuation of Thessaly and to fully and 
radically reorganize the country in order to 
secure exacuation. M. Delyannis, M. Karap- 
anon and M. Deligorgis announced their re- 
spective parties would support the govern- 
ment The chamber adjourned amid cheering 
for Gen. Smolenski. The government is pre- 
pared to negotiate for the execution of the 
treaty, to arrange for the rapid payment of 
the indemnity, for the evacuation of Thes- 
saly by October 18, and for arbitrators if 
Turkey and Greece disagree in the course of 
further negotiations. 

A special to the Salt Lake Herald from 
Ouray Agency, Utah, says the allotment has 
practically been carried by Commissioners 
Jeffreys, Myton and Griffin. This morning the 
commissioners, with Capt. Deck, drove into 
Ouray. They were closely followed by Chief 
Chevenaux, and within an hour the place 
was alive with Indians in gala attire. Capt. 
Beck asked if they were willing to accept 
the verdict of their emissaries if allowed to 
go to Washington, and the Indians unani- 
mously agreed to do so. The work of the 
commissioners indicate that opposition to the 
efforts to allot the Uncompahgres is at an 
end, if the Indian Department will permit 
an embassy to visit Washington.

The suit of Rev. Daniel C. Potter against 
John D. Rockefeller for $250,000 damages for 
libel was.dismissed by Judge Gildersleeve at 
New York yesterday for want of prosecution. 

A Kansas City Dispatch says that Edward 
McElroy, a gambler, shot and fatally wounded 
his wife and then shot himself because she 
threatened to leave him. They came here 
from Toronto. 

A dispatch to the New York Herald from 
Panama says reports from Bogota are to the 
effect that the Venezuelan government has 
closed the boundary about the Tachira region 
against Colombian commerce. 

A dispatch to the New York Herald from 
Panama says the Herald’s correspondent in 
La Libertad, San Salvador, sends news of 
the discovery of a political plot against Presi- 
dent Guiterez and his government. 

Officers have rounded up all the men im- 
plicated in the recent Great Northern hold- 
up at Moorhead, and will bring them in to 
Fargo today. Confessions extorted from a 
woman by the sweat-box process gave the 
officers the information needed. 

The Rio Grande Western Railroad has ap- 
plied to the Secretary of the Interior for per- 
mission to survey a route across the Uintah 
Indian reservation. Accompanying the appli- 
cation was a statement from Indian Agent 
Beck to the effect that he had consulted the 
Indians, and that they had offered no ob- 
jection to the survey. Secretary Bliss referred 
the application to the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, and that officer has returned it with 
his approval. It is regarded as altogether 
probable that the Secretary will grant the 
request of the company. 

A dispatch to the New York Herald from 
Washington says former Governor Hoadley, 
counsel for the Union Pacific reorganization 
syndicate, will discuss the final details of the 
foreclosure sale of the road with Atty.-Gen.

' Health Officer Rene’s monthly report dealt 
largely with the result of that official’s inves- 
tigations into the cause of the pollution of 
the water in the Santa Ana River. On Sep- 
tember 29, Dr. Rene’s attention was called io 
the undue prevalence of typhoid fever among 
families living along the river and the 
ditches originating therefrom. The opinion 
having been expressed that this was caused 
by the pollution of the water at Phelan’s 
camp, where nearly four hundred men have 
been employed, Dr. Rene last week visited the 
camp, which is located in the cafion, about 
fourteen miles above Mentone. His investi- 
gation was thorough. He found a number of 
the men suffering. from dystentery and a low 
form of fever. He also found workmen above 
the camp similarly afflicted.’ He accordingly 
opines that the sickness could not have been 
caused by the pollution of the water at the 
camp, but that it is due to the filth accummu- 
lated by stagnation in Bear Valley Lake, and 
that the remedy lies in a’ thorough cleaning 
out of the lake. The report further advises 
that all persons along the river be advised 
to boil the water before using it for drinking 
purposes.

ANCIENT SPANISH ARCHIVES 
FAST GOING TO DECAY. 


Interesting Letter Read at the First 
Meeting of the Season of the 
Daughters of the Revolution, 


VOLUMES OF INFORMATION 
THREE HUNDRED QUARTOS OF 


KIGHT HUNDRED PAGES EACH. 


History of the Pacific Coast from 
Cape Horn to Columbia River 
in Oregon—First American 
Ship. 


Eshscholtzia Chapter, Daughters of 
the American Revolution, held its first 
meeting of the season yesterday after- 
noon at the residence of Mrs. F. A. 
Eastman on West Washington street. 
There were present the Regent, Miss 
Eliza P. Houghton; Mmes. M. H. Ban- 
ning, F. A. Eastman, Brodfield, Crank, 
Gooding, Wesley Clark, H. T. Lee and 
Miss McConnell. 

Officers for the ensuing year were 
Placed in nomination, and resolutions 
were passed on the death of Mrs. Wil- 
liam Stanton, a former member of the 
chapter. 

At the close of the business session, 
Miss Houghton read the following pa- 
per on “The Spanish Archives of Cali- 
fornia,’ by R. C. Hopkins, keeper of 
archives in the office of the United 
States Surveyor-General. The paper 
was prepared a number of years ago, 
at the instance of Justice Stephen J. 
Field, at a time when efforts were be- 
ing made to induce Congress to order 
these archives published in the origi- 
nal and in translation. 

The letter, which is dated San Fran- 
cisco, October 10, 1866, is as follows: 

“Hon. S. J. Field—Sir: In accord- 
ance with your suggestion, I give the 
following general description of the 
Spanish archives, in the custody of the 
United States Surveyor-General, which 
for the last eleven years have been un- 
der by charge. 

“Apart f the records in relation 
to grants of land, of which-there are 
some six hundred, the Spanish archives 
are comprised in about 300 quarto vol- 


umes, mostly in manuscript, averaging . 


about 800 pages each. These, records 
extend back to the year 1767, and con- 
sist of: 

“First—Royal decrees, in relation to 
the government of the Spanish Indies, 
bearing the signature of ‘Yo, El Rey,’ 
Which, like the scattered fragments of 
some ponderous engine, though broken 
and rusted, tell of the grandeur and 
perfection of the ancient machine of 
which they once formed a part. 

*“Second—Decrees, orders and official 
correspondence of the Viceroys of Mex- 
ico, couched in the lofty speech of the 
old Hidalgo. 

“Third—Records of official corre- 
spondence of Governors of the pro- 
vinces. These records extend from the 
year 1775 to the year 1844. 

“Fourth—Civil, military and ecclesi- 
aStical records, and legislative and ju- 
dicial proceedings, many of the latter 
being of a criminal nature and exceed- 
ingly curious and amusing. 

records, pri- 
vate papers and personal correspond- 
ence of every conceivable description— 
and, in fact, everything that goes to 
make up the political and domestic 
history of the country, is here elabo- 
rately recorded from the day when the 
Spaniard first set foot upon the soil, 
down to the time when the dominion 
thereof was wrested from him by the 
grasping Saxon. 

“Ene navigators of all maritime na- 
tions have left their records upon this 
Coast, in the tongues of their native 
lands, from the stately admiral who 
held courtly intercourse with the Gov- 
ernor and spoke of international treat- 
ies, down to the master of the humble 
merchantman, who asked permission 
to replace a broken'spar. 

“Among these is found the corre- 
spondence of Vancouver, in 1795, to- 
gether with that of other English, and 
of French and Russian admirals, and 
also notices of the celebrated voyages 
of Capt. Cook. And toward the close of 
the last century, we find the Boston 
trader making his appearance on this 
Coast; he, too, has left his record here, 
generally in the shape of petitions to 
the Governors, in. which he sets forth 
the dangers he has encountered on the 
‘Northwest Coast’ from the hostility 
of the savages, and the damages he has 
suffered from the northern tempests, 
in consideration of which he humbly 
craves in the name of humanity, per- 
mission to remain in port long enough 
to make needed repairs, and obtain 
supplies for his homeward passage: and 
it is somewhat curious to observe that 
even at that time the Yankee trader 
was looked upon with much suspicion 
by the Spanish government, the author- 
ities of the province being constantly 
admonished to keep vigilant watch 
upon those restless sons of the North. 
and actually predicting what occurred 
later. 

“These archives contain the his , 
of this Coast during the last Bh one st 
from Cape Horn to the Columbia River. 
And, too, we find herein frequent 
glimpses of the history of the times in 
other parts of the world, gathered 
from occasional intercourse with Spain 
and. Mexico, and from the wandering 
voyager who touched upon the coast 
for repairs and refreshments. We learn 
that the fame of the great Napoleon 
extended even to this remote region. 
for we find the old fathers describing 
him to their dusky flocks as ‘Fl Gran 
Luzbel’ (the great Lucifier,) who was 
about to swallow up the whole earth 
doubtless using him as a means to 
quicken the religious zeal of their In- 
dian converts, and to stimulate them 
in the pious labors of building adobe 
churches. 

“The original stories of wild adven- 
ture, made entertaining by the classi. 
pen of Washington Irving, are found 
in these archives, recorded in the 
homely language of the Boston Skip- 
per, and in the rude speech of the 


mountain trapper.” 


The writer describes the slow. but 
sure, process adopted to circulate roval 
decrees, and illustrates the paternal 
solicitude of the home government for 
its subjects, even in the most distant 
parts of the Spanish Empire, by in- 
serting a copy of a royal order recom- 
mending the application of cold olive 
oil as a remedy for the “jiggers.”” As 
the disease was unknown in Califor- 
nia, the uselessness of publishing it 
here was obvious. but under the Span- 
ish system of publication, it was un- 
avoidable. 

“The following communication from 
Gov. Pedro Fages to Don Josef Ar- 
guecho, captain of the Presidio of San 
Francisco, is interesting as a scrap of 
the. history of the first American ship 
that ever spread her sails, and gave 
the banners of the republic to. the 
breezes of the North Pacific: 

‘Whenever there may arrive at the 
port of San Francisco a ship named 
the Columbia, said to belong to Gen, 
Washineton of the American States: 
commanded by John Kendrick, which 
sailed from Boston in September, 1787, 
bound on a voyage of discovery to the 
Russian establishments on the north- 
ern coast of this peninsula <(Siberia.) 
you will cause said vessel to be exam- 
ined’ with caution and delicacy, using 
for this purpoee a small bedy which 
you have in your pogsession, and aking 


the same precaution with regard to 
every other suspicious foreign vessel, 


giving me prompt notice of _ same, . 


May God preserve your life many 
years. PEDRO FAGES. 
“‘*Santa Barbara, May 15, 1789.’ 

“The ship Columbia, however, did not 
enter port of San Francisco, but sail- 
ing further to the north, discovered 
and gave its name te the Columbia 

tiver. 

“The archives are interesting not only 
to the curious antiquary, who may love 
to delve amid the dusty records of the 
past, but also to the historian who may 


seek to find in the same a philosophic 


cause for the decline or prosperity of 
a people as well as to the liberal- 
minded statesman who may desire to 
glean from the past such knowledge 
as may enable him to promote the 
advancement and prosperity of his 
eountry; for we find on almost every 
page of these records evidence of that 
jealous and illiberal spirit which has 
ever marked the policy of Spain with 
regard to her colonies and her inter- 
course with foreign nations. 


“We likewise learn from these pa-_ 


pers, that in the revolution of 1821, 
when, stimulated by the example of the 
Republic of the North, the people of 
Spanish-America emanicpated them- 
selves from the dominion of Spain, and 
established a republican government 
they succeeded only in name—they 
could throw off the shavkles of Span- 
ish monarchy, but they could not break 


the moral chains of bondage forged for. 


them by the political and religious in- 
stitutions of their country, and which 
from the custom of ages, had ceased 
to be galling. They knew nothing of, 
nor could they appreciate that. vigor- 
ous, robust and self-reliant spirit .of 
freedom which alone forms the bul- 
warks of a republican government. 
“Hence, as shown by every page of 
these archives, the forty-years’ history 
of the Hispafio-American republic ex- 
hibits nothing more than a succession 
of factional revolutions, in which rival 
chiefs, from selfish motives alone, have 
contended for temporary and uncertain 
power, the people in the mean time ex- 
changed the comparatively mild and 
paternal rule of the Spanish monarchy 
for the rapacious domain of the petty 
tyrant, have been despoiled and robbed; 
and their country, which nature has 
made a very Eden, has become almost 
a wilderness, in which, at every step, 
the traveler is in danger of the pistol 
of the robber and the knife of the as- 
sassin. Well may the old ranchero, who 
has never been able to adapt himself 
to the new form of government, Tre- 


member with regret ‘el tiempo del 
Rey.’ 

“The records, being in a_ foreign 
tongue, are inaccessible to the ordi- 


nary reader. It would seem important 
that they should be made available to 
all. It may be said that this is a mat- 
ter in which the State alone is inter- 
ested, and that she should take such 
steps as may be necessary to place her 
archives before her citizens in readable 
shape. But when we take into consid- 
eration the position of this country 
with regard to Mexican territory, the 
relations of our government with that 
of Mexico, the fact that the ubiquitous 
Yankee nation is fast encroaching on 
Mexican ground and that from present 


appearances the time is not distant 


when the Saxon race will make a 
bloodless conquest of the country of 
the Aztecs, it will be seen of how much 
importance it is to the government to 
have possession of all matters relating 
to the former history of the country. 
For it may be remarked that the his- 
tory of California during the Spanish 
rule is, with but little variation, the 
history of every other province of 
Spanish America. And it may be ob- 
served that many of these records, from 
age, and from having in the olden time 
been kept in damp places, are now so 
dim and obscure, and have become so 
much dilapidated from handling that 
they are illegible save to some one long 
familiar with them, and in a few years 
more many of them will have passed 
away forever, unless some means be 
taken to perpetuate them. 

“Surely our government will not per- 
mit these records to perish, but will do 
all that may be done to preserve them, 
as but a just tribute to the memory of 
a race which has made the history of 
the medieval ages replete with poetry 
and romance, and the _ evidences of 
whose former’ grandeur is found 
throughout the whole of Spanish Amer- 
ica, in the abandoned mine, the broken 
aqueduct and the ruined fortification. 

“I would, therefore, suggest that an 
English digest be made of the whole of 
these archives, and that all important 
historical documents therein contained 
be translated at length, and that the 
same be printed in volumes of con- 
venient size, 
an appendix to each volume. 

“The whole work would perhaps make 
some fifteen volumes, and would re- 
quire much labor and involve consider- 
able expense, but in view of the value 
of the same, not only to the govern- 
ment, but all parts of the world, it 
would seem that any reasonable 
amount expended by the government 
in thé accomplishment of this work 
would be well and profitably invested. 

“IT have ever looked upon these dusty 
papers with a certain’ feeling of rever- 
ence as the records of a people that 
will soon pass away and leave nothing 
save these and a few crumbling adobes 
to tell that they ever tilled the fertile 
valleys of California and covered her 
hills and plains with their flocks and 
herds. And, too, the perusal of these 
records ever inspires me with that feel- 
ing of sadness Which to the thoughtful 
mind is inseparablt from a contempla- 
tion of the changes wrought in human 
life by the ever-onward flight of time, 
and this feeling is still deepened by 
personal intercourse with the wretched 
remnant of the race who are now 
most strangers in the land where their 
fathers herded their cattle 
thousand hills and bounded their broa@

can scarcely imagine a more melane 
choly picture than that presented by 
the elder portion of these people, those 
who remember the grand old days of 
the viceroys, as they wander through 
the crowded thoroughfares of our city, 
with a kind of Rip Van Winkle stare, 
bewildered and lost amid the changes 
wrought by a progressive race.”

FOREST AND PRAIRIE FIRES. 

It is odd to read of prairie fires al- 
most within the city limits of Chicago; 
but when it is remembered that the 
boundaries of Chicago have been ex- 
tended so as to embrace many of the 
outlying districts, in some directions 
extending several miles out onto the 
prairie, it is easily understood how 
such a thing might be literally true. 
A heavy undergrowth of grass and 
weeds covers the ground in some of 
the suburban sections, and the facil- 
ities for extinguishing fire are neces- 
sarily meager. <A prolonged drqguth 
has made everything as dry as tin- 
der, and when a fire is once started 
there is no telling where it will end. 
It appears from the dispatches that 
prairie fires have for some days past 
been raging in the northern portions 
of Illinois and: Indiana, causing a 
large amount of damage to property, 
and filling the atmosphere about Chi- 
cago and throughout a vast region 
circumjacent thereto with dense vol- 
umes of smoke. Navigation on Lake 
Michigan has been rendered hazard- 
ous by reason of this dense pall of 
smoke, which renders lights invisible 
a boat-length distant. Some idea of 
the extent of the visitation may be 
obtained from the statement that even 
in the Straits of Mackinaw, about 300 
miles north from Chicago, the smoke 
is so dense that navigation of the 
straits is attended with great danger 
of collision. 

It is probable, however, that a part 
of the smoke in this northern region 
comes from forest fires, which almost 
every year rage in some portion of 
the vast forests of that section. These 
fires, like our mountain fires, are 
usually started by careless hunters 
who fail to extinguish their camp- 
fires upon breaking camp. Sometimes 
they are kindled by sparks from loco- 
motives, but more often they are the 
result of inexcusable carelessness on 
the part of sportsmen. Hardly a year 
passes in which there is not vast and 
irreparable destruction from these 
forest fires. The mere destruction of 
valuable timber does not constitute 
the total loss, nor by any means the 
most serious element of loss. The 
fires are usually accompanied by more 
or less loss of life; and the destruc- 
tion of the great forest areas is caus- 
ing marked changes in the climate and 
the rainfall of northern Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Michigan. Streams 
which in the early days carried an 
abundant fiow of water throughout 
the summer have dwindled to mere 
rivulets, except when swollen by 
stormwater. Drouths are more fre- 
quent than formerly, and the danger 
from tornadoes is increased ‘by the 
destruction of the protecting forests. 
If the work of destruction be suffered 
to go on for another generation as 
it has gone on during the generation 
last past, many portions of the States 
named will be little better than a 
desert, incapable of supporting an 
agricultural population, and practically 
worthless for other purposes. 

The losses by prairie fires are-trifling 
as compared to those which result 
from the burning over of large forest 
areas. To devise effective means to 
check the latter is a serious and diffi- 
cult problem. Some attempts have 
been made by Legislatures in this di- 
rection, but none of these efforts have 
been very successful thus far. It is 
dificult, of course, to secure evidence 
which will lead to the conviction of 
the persons whose carelessness causes 
this terrible destruction. But there 
can be no doubt that the laws, toth 
State and national, for the preserva- 
tion of foresis, should be made far 
stricter than they are. The severest 
of penalties should be provided for 
those who violate the laws, and these 
penalties should be rigidly enforced 
in every case where conviction can 
be secured. The wanton destruction 
of forest growths is an injary and 
@ wrong to the community at large, 
and no effort should be spared to 
stop it. |

MEMBERSHIP " ROLL

INCREASES 


Formed to Collect and Preserve the 
History of Los Atigeles County 
and Pepetuate the Memory vf 
‘Those Whe Made It. 


The new Society of Poineers of Los 
Angeles county held a jolly meeting in 
the Chamber of Commerce hall last 
evening, and jumped its membership 
roll from twenty-four to 120. 

Some three score and ten of the old- 
timers were present, and in spite of 
the time taken up in enrolling ninety- 
six new names, a motion was offered 
to defy old Father Time and resolve 
that in spite of his work, no one pres- 
ent was over 35 years of age, and all 
should “act accordin’.” 

W. H. Workman told of the early 
enterprise of Col. John O. Wheeler 
and other early settlers of Los Angeles. 
Col. Wheeler was publishing a paper 
here in 1855, when a vigilance commit- 
tee organized to hang five desperadoes 
one day. The hanging was io take 
place at 3 p.m., but the steamer by 
which Col. John wanted to mail the 
paper’s full account of the affair left 
at 10 a.m. the same day. Und«unted 
by Time the old colonel defied the 
clock and caught the boat with a 
vivid account of the whole perform- 
ance five hours before its occurrence, 


and Mr. Workman being a printer 
on the paper then helped to set it Up. 
Judge 8. Eaton foilowed Mr. 


Workman with an account of how, in 
1848, he was the publisher of a paper 
in Weston, Mo., which received among 
its exchanges a copy of the I’unama 
Star, containing a description of Los 
Angeles by John C. Fremont. It pie- 
tured the place as sucha veritable par- 
adise that the Judge and his wite 
could not resist the temptation to be- 


Gome residents of it. Some felicitous 
remarks appropriate to the occasiun 
were made by Capt. Thorne, Louls 


Roeder related that, in 186, he came 
here from San Francisco on the boat 
that brought the first news of Bu- 
chanan’s election.
